Two hours was spent in careful consideration of the budget, item by 
item, and the budget as considered by the Executive Committee will be 
acted on at a meeting of the entire delegation at Sullivan County Home 
on March 19.

At twelve-thirty noon Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. 
George, were hosts at a delicious dinner for County officials and the Dele- 
gation. Vice Chairman Bascom asked the blessing. 

Following the dinner the group adjourned to the Chapel Room for the 
business meeting.

The Delegation went into a brief executive session when Acting Chair- 
man Rowell reviewed briefly the thinking of the Finance Committee and 
explained changes made by this committee from the proposed budget of 
the Commissioners. 


The Commissioners returned to the meeting and William F. Sullivan 
presented the Commissioners’ budget and comments pertinent to the 
budget. Highlights of his comments are herewith briefly stated: 

A. Importance of additional revenue for preserving maps in Register 
of Deeds office. 

B. That the nursing help at the County Hospital since budget was 
made up have asked to be put on a forty-hour week schedule. (Presently 
on a forty-four hour schedule). This would require two additional practi- 
cal nurses and would cost an additional $2700. 

C. Regarding outlay for Court House in Newport, new chairs for the 
Jury Room and fluorescent lighting for Jury Room. 

D. That the Water Resources Board had deferred their request for 
alterations at the County Home till April 1957. 

E. Recommended the Commissioners and other County offices in 
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Claremont be moved to better quarters they have under consideration. 
Read letter from Judge of Probate Kenneth E. Shaw urging such a move. 
The Commissioners retired and the delegation proceeded to act on the 
budget with Acting Chairman Rowell presiding. 
On motion of Mrs. Millar, seconded by Mrs. DeLude, VOTED that 
$86,837.00 be the amount of revenue anticipated for the fiscal year of 1956 
to be derived as follows:

On motion of Mrs. Millar, seconded by Mr. Davis, VOTED that $5,200 
be raised and appropriated for support of Court House and Records 
Building. 

On motion of Mr. Gamsby, seconded by Mr. Bloomfield, VOTED that 
$14,050 be raised and appropriated for expenses of Superior Court allocated 
as follows:

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mrs. DeLude, VOTED that 
$14,000 be raised and appropriated for expenses of Sheriff and Deputies. 


Discussion ensued concerning action taken by the delegation on July 13, 
1955 which had seemingly not been complied with. Mr. Nelson, in his 
comments, compared Sullivan County with Belknap County and called 
attention to the fact the expenses of Sheriff and Deputies in Sullivan 
County were decidedly in excess of Belknap County with about the same 
population. The Clerk read records of July meeting of Delegation which 
were not published in County report. 


At a conclusion of this discussion the above mentioned motion was 
passed, 11 to 3, by show of hands.

That the resolution voted by the Delegation in July, 1955 be again 
sent to the County Commissioners and County Solicitor with a request 
that the Sheriff’s Department comply as outlined in the resolution;

Chairman Angus explained purpose of the meeting was for rebuilding 
of the barn at the County Home recently lost by fire. 


Mr. Sullivan, Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners, stated 
the calling of the Delegation together had been delayed until this date 
while the Commissioners had been making a detailed study of a proper 
replacement of the barn. Mr. Sullivan introduced Mr. Kershaw and Mr. 
Bacon, who represented Lakeland Steel Prefabs Co., Inc. from Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, who manufacture and construct fabricated steel buildings with 
sidewalls. These gentlemen explained in some detail this type of build- 
ing and showed samples of material used in sidewalls and roof. They 
explained building was made ready at factory in Ohio and upon arrival 
in Unity could likely be erected in about two weeks under supervision 
of an engineer sent by the factory — using for the most part local labor. 


Mr. Sullivan proceeded to state this company’s bid for a building 
36 x 185 x 8, plus a milk house 20 x 30, was $19,100 — cost of erection not 
included. 


Mr. Sullivan further stated that the anticipated amount to be received 
from fire insurance on old barn and equipment was approximately $21,500. 


A discussion ensued regarding the advisability of cutting the size of 
the herd at the County Farm to the number required for milk consump- 
tion at the Home. 


On motion of Mr. Rowell, seconded by Mr. Bloomfield, VOTED that 
the Delegation hereby instruct the County Commissioners at their discre- 
tion to reduce the herd to what is needed to take care of the needs of 
the County Home. 


Mr. Rowell suggested that the Commissioners secure competitive bids 
for similar construtcion. Some discussion ensued concerning where there 
were, and if there were, similar construction factories. 

On motion of Mr. Vaughan, seconded by Mr. Nelson, VOTED that the 
Delegation hereby instruct the Commissioners to get a second bid on this 
particular type of steel construction IF POSSIBLE and AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE — otherwise to act in their DISCRETION. 

Discussion ensued. Mr. Rowell called for previous question. The 
above motion was unanimously carried. 
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On Motion of Mr. Rowell, seconded by Mr. Nelson, VOTED that when 
we adjourn it be at the call of the Chair.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith present the Annual Report 
of the County Commissioners, the County Home and House of Correction, 
Treasurer, Auditors, Solicitor, Clerk of Court, Sheriff, Chaplains and the 
Physician of the County Home for the year ending December 31, 1956. 


Relief 

Relief to the Poor off the Farm and Aid to Soldiers and their families 
was lower than the previous year due in part to improved economic con- 
ditions in the area, to the continued cooperation of the State Welfare De- 
partment and a continuing effort to find employment for those in need 
of relief, who are physically able to work. 

Old Age Assistance remained at virtually the same amount as in the 
past two years, but is showing a slight increase from year to year. Again, 
as in past years, hospital and medical care constitutes a substantial 
amount of the money expended. Requests for aid follow a seasonable 
pattern, increasing substantially during the winter months. 


County Property 

During the past year many needed improvements were made at the 
Court Room in Newport. Among these was a new lighting system, new 
Judge’s chair, and new chairs for the Jury. A new State flag was pur- 
chased and new venetian blinds installed in all windows. 

The Claremont offices of the Commissioners, Sheriff and Probate 
Court were moved from the old site on Tremont Square to their new 
quarters at 149 Broad Street. New furniture was purchased for each of- 
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fice and your Commissioners feel that a long delayed improvement has 
been made. It is hoped that all the citizens of the County will visit the 
new quarters in Claremont and the Court House in Newport. 


Boarders 
The institution, since early Spring, has cared for a full quota of Old 
Age Assistance patients and boarders. The care rendered these elderly 
citizens of our County is a most worthy undertaking, and should be a 
source of satisfaction to all the citizens of the County. 


On May 8, 1956 fire completely destroyed the cow barn and milk room 
at the County Farm. Fortunately there were no personal injuries and all 
the cattle were saved. The Commissioners held meetings with the County 
Delegation and the Delegation approved a recommendation of the Com- 
missioners to build a fire proof barn on the same site, the barn to be of 
steel and asbestos cement construction. 


It was also recommended and approved that the size of the herd at 
the Farm be reduced to approximately the number of cattle that would 
supply the Farm with its needs. The size of the barn was reduced to ac- 
commodate approximately 40 head of cattle. 


Proceeds from insurance and sale of the cattle have made it possible 
to replace the barn at no additional expense to the County. 


Delay in delivery of material, especially steel, has hampered comple- 
tion of the barn. It is now expected that early March will see the cattle 
again at the Farm. 


The cattle have been housed at the farm of Mr. Eugene Bissell located 
on the Claremont Road. The Commissioners wish to publicly thank Mr. 
Bissell for his cooperation, help and understanding during a trying period 
when the sheltering of the cattle was a very serious problem. 


Superintendent and Matron 
Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. William George, have car- 
ried on the complex work of the Farm for another year. 


For many years we have urged the citizens of the County to visit the 
County Home. The Superintendent and Matron and the Commissioners will 
endeavor to make your visit pleasant and explain the work done at the 
Farm, and its function as a part of your Government. 

The Commissioners wish to express their thanks and appreciation to 
Superintendent and Mrs. George, the County Solicitor, the County Dele- 
gation, the Sheriff’s Department, our clerks, and all the employees of the 
County institution for their understanding and cooperation during the past 
year.

During the past year there have been 51 admissions to the County 
Hospital and 25 deaths. There are usually about 50 men and women in the 
hospital. During the year, 15% of these patients have been treated with 
tranquilizing drugs (Equanil, Thorazine, and Sparine) with very good re- 
results. 

Recently a new portable Gomco Suction Machine was purchased; this 
is being used to suction out the throat of a paralyzed patient, who other- 
wise might choke. It has been a great help to her.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


January 25, 1957

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as County Solicitor for the year ending 
December 31, 1956. 

During 1956 the Grand Jury returned three indictments, and ten res- 
pondents waived indictment in order to plead guilty and have their cases 
disposed of by the court without delay. As in the past, many of the cases 
involved major crimes such as arson, incest, statutory rape, breaking and 
entering in the night time, breaking and entering in the day time, larceny 
and desertion. 

In five cases which arose during 1956 it was necessary to invoke the 
provisions of the so-called sexual psychopath act. In two of the five cases 
the subject, after examination by the medical board and hearing by the 
Superior Court, was adjudged to be a sexual psychopath. In the other 
three cases, the subject was found not to be classifiable as a sexual psy- 
chopath and was returned to Sullivan County to stand trial for the sex 
offense with which he was charged. 

Considerable time each week was spent in consultation with mothers 
and wives on the question of compelling a father or husband to fulfill his 
obligation of support. In numerous instances an action was initiated in 
this county under the so-called Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act. 
It should also be noted that New Hampshire was the responding state in 
numerous actions initiated in other states. It should further be noted 
that more and more cases involving the problem of compelling support 
are arising and that much more time is currently being spent on this par- 
ticular problem than in past years. 

Our four municipal courts handled several hundred criminal cases dur- 
ing the year 1956. Your solicitor conducted the prosecution of the cases 
wherein the accused entered a plea of not guilty. 

I am indebted to the Sheriff, James F. McCusker, and his fine staff 
of deputies for the excellent cooperation and assistance which was render- 
ed to me in all criminal cases. I also am grateful to the local Police De- 
partments, the State Police, representatives of the Motor Vehicle Depart- 
ment, and to he Probation Officers covering Sullivan County for their 
assistance and cooperation. The County Commissioners and the person- 
nel of their offices were most helpful in solving many problems which 
required my attention.
